I'll.' latest burglar proof safes an.! 
vaults are magnificent specimens of 
skillful workmanship. Although 
Ihe doors often weigh tons, they 
swing as easily on their hinges as 
a window shutter, After the lirst 
great door is thrown back and dis- 
plays its glittering arrav of brighl 
locks, il.x glass incased clocks and 
its smooth steel bolts, there is an- 
other door almost as strong, with 
bolt and locks of iis own. When 
this is open, it reveals three other 
dodts. Theuppertwo are of thin 
steel and have no lock, Onlj papers 

and books are to be kepi in the 
little pockets or pigeon holes which 

they inclose. 

Under them and shutting in the 

cash drawer I here is I he third door 
with its ow n lock and bolts. In 
this safe the size of the cash reposi- 
tory bears about the same relation 
as a pumpkin seed does to tin' 
pumpkin.

After having the neeossnrj 
screw holes bored in them, thcv arc' 
heated to a high temperature and 
then tempered by suddenly immers- 
ing iheni in water. When thcv 
come oul they are often a little 
twisted and warped, and have to be 
rolled cold and sometimes polished 
clean by a swiftly moving emerj 
wheel. The noise of Ibis operation 

Is ear-splitting and so rasping that 

a man with ordinary nerves can 
hardly endure it. When the plate 

is perfectly level it is transferred to 

another machine, where it is clamp- 
ed tight, and an emery wheel shaves

The plates arc now put together,

All the bolts arc cylindrical and 
from an inch up to two inches in 
diameter.
